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Claims 1-12 and 14-28 are presented for examination. 

Applicants' amendment and response filed July 9, 2007 have been received and 
entered. 

Claims 24-28 are withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to the non- 
elected invention (37 CFR 1.142(b)). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-12 and 14-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is rendered indefinite and vague because the applicants state that the 
multi-layered pharmaceutical dosage form comprises (a) at least one proton pump 
inhibitor layer is coated, and then the proton pump inhibitor is free of enteric 
coating. This claim is confusing because there is a coating and then there is not. 

The remaining claims 2-12 and 14-23 are rendered indefinite to the extent that 
they incorporate the above terminology. 

Claims 1-12 and 14-23 are not allowed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by 
the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United States and was published 
under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-12 and 14-23 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Phillips (6,645,988 B2) of record, for reason of record as set forth in 
the previous Office action dated April 30, 2007 at pages 2-5 as applied to claims 1-23. 

Applicants' remarks regarding the prior art, Phillips (6,645,988 B2) does 
exclude the use of sodium bicarbonate in the multi-layer dosage form are not 
persuasive since Phillips states in column 11, lines 19-20, "Although sodium 
bicarbonate is the preferred buffering agent to protect the PPIs against acid 
degradation, many other weak and strong bases (and mixture thereof) can be 
utilized". Clearly, this statement means that any buffer can be used in the multi- 
layer dosage form instead of sodium bicarbonate. 

Applicants' remarks regarding the prior art, Phillips (6,645,988 B2) does not 
teach PPI granules are coated with the film-forming polymeric material or 
congealable solid material are not persuasive since Phillips states in column 14, lines 
9-16 shows that solid formulation of the present invention can be in other suitable 
solid dosage form such as pellet form (a granule). Note column 14, lines 1-8 states 
the addition of flavoring agents, sweetening agents, and other agents with the other 
suitable solid dosage form. 

Note column 14, lines 20-23 states that compressed tablets (multi-layer dosage 
form) refers to a plain, uncoated tablet. 
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Claims 1-12 and 14-23 are not allowed. 

The rejection made under 35 USC 102 is adhered to.
